He claimed that the holders of the 
bonds had a perfect right to request the Gov- 
ernment to continue them at a lower rate of 
interest, and that the department, in grant- 
ing the request, did nothing forbidden by 
law. Ingalls insisted that this line of rea- 
soning was not at all conclusive. According 
to Windom’s admission, the bonds issued in 
exchange for the 5s and 6s were new 
bonds, bearing numbers, dates, and rate of 
interest different from those of the old 


bonds, and 
INGALLS CLAIMED 

that the department, without any authority 
of law, entered into a new contract with the 
bondholders. He thought it was a poor 
evasion” to say that because 34¢ per cent is 
less than 5 or 6 per cent, therefore the orig- 
inal contract to pay 5 or 6 per cent is the 
same contract which covers the 34¢ per cent.

Completion of His Great History of the 
Franco-German War. 

London Telegraph, Jan. F. 
Not a month has elapsed since the announce- 
ment reached us from Berlin that Field- Marshal 
Count Helmuth Von Moltke, the greatest living 
strategist, had expressed a desire to be reiieved 
from some part of his multifarious duties and 
weighty responsibilities, and that, at bis imme- 
diate request, the German Emperor—his vener- 
able master and friend—had appointed an emi- 
nent Prussian General, Count Waldersee. to be 
provisional and temporary Director-in-Chief of 
the general staff. The step thus unexpect- 
edly taken by Count Moltke a few weeks 
ago may now two a certain extent 
be accounted for by the publication of the 
twentieth and concludmg volume of a work 
which completes, as it were, the official record 
of bis extraordinary achievements asthe stra- 
tegical genius of the Prussian and German 
armies during a period of giory, conquest, and 
ent without parallel or precedent 
sensational annals of the house of 
Hohenzollern. The History of the Franco- 
Germas War of 1870-'71, Edited by the Military- 
Historical Department of the Grand General 
Staff,” has at length come to a close, nearly 
eleven years after the termination of the tre- 
mendous struggie chronicied therein with irre- 
proacha ble accuracy and admirabie impartiality.

SENATOR PLUMB’S FINANCIAL FOLLY. 
There is serious difference of opinion 
about Senator Plumb's amendment to the 
Sherman Funding bill, It provides that the 
specie reserve held in the United States 
Treasury for the redemption of greenbacxs 
shall be reduced to $100,000,000, aud that all 
funds now in the Treasury in excess of that 
amount shall be used in the redemption of 
bonds. So long asthe existing conditions of 
confidence, an easy market, good times, and 
low rate of interest endure it is probable 
that $100,000,000 in specie is an ample re- 
demption fund; but it is a question whether 
the Government may not some day be embar- 
rassed by a law which forbids the Secretary 
of the Treasury to increase the reserve above 
that figure. However, the passage of the 
Sherman bill is so doubtful that the incor- 
poration of Plumb’s proposition does not 
séem to be very serious. But the theory upon 
which it is proposed to mit the redemption 
fund to $100,000,000, as explained by Senator 
Plumb himself, is all wrong, and should not 
receive the approval ot Congress. In the re- 
port of the debate occurs the following brief 
extract of Plumb’s argument: 


Piumb made a very ingenious argument ia 
favor of his proposition, the chief objeet of 
which, he said, was to use some of the unneces-

The rapid extinguishment of the debt is a 
policy to which many politicians are dis- 
posed to attach themselves on the supposi- 
tion that it is and always will be popular. 
Such an assumption is manifestly fallacious, 
It is Dased on & popular sentiment that ex- 
isted when the Government was paying 6 per 
cent interest, when the National credit was 
impaired by an irredeemable and depreciated 
currency, and when it was the desire of all 
good citizens and the ambition of ail good 
statesmen to place the credit of the United 
States Government upon as solid a footing 
as that of the British Empire. All this has 
been accomplished. The obligations in- 
curred by the prosecution of the War have 
been reduced iu the aggregate by not less 
than $1,000,000,000. Meanwhile an irredeem- 
able currency has been made convertible 
into specie, the rate of interest on the public 
debt cut down from 6 per cent to 3 per cent, 
an annual saving of $80,000,000 in the interest 
charge achieved, and the low-interest Goy- 
ernment bonds made to command a premium 
while the high-interest bonds sold at a heavy 
discount. The man in puplie life who pro- 
ceeds upon the old state of things, and ig- 


nores the wonderful changes we have noted, 


as Mr. Plum) evidently does, has no claim 
to authority or respect in public tinance. 

It is very like folly to declare that it is 
the duty of Congress to pay the Government 
debt as rapidly as possible, and release the 
money tied up in Government bonds.” It 
is the duty of Congress to follow out as 
nearly as it can the wishes of the people, and 
there is no popular demand that the debt 
shall be paid as rapidiy as possible” by 
maintaining war taxes. On tne contrary, it 
is to the interest of the people that a reduc- 
tion in the more oppressive forms of taxation 
be effected, and there is widespread senti- 
ment that the present generation which made 
all the sacrifices of the War for the preserva- 
tion of the Government has paid its full 
share of the public debt, and that a proper 
portion of the debt burden should fall upon 
future generauons which are to enjoy the 
benefits of a great and prosperous National 
Government 

The idea of “releasing the money tied up 
in Government bonds as a boon to the peo- 
ple is based on palpable ignorance. If the 
money tied up in Government bonds” is to 
be released,“ it can only be done by taking 
the money from the pockets of the people to 
pay it over to the bondholders. In the 
shape of bonds the people are paying only 
3}¢ per cent on the money which they are 
using in agriculture, manufacturing, build- 
ing, trading, developing the country, and en- 
terprises of great variety at a profit to them- 
selves ranging from 7 to 12 per cent per an- 
num. In the face of this fact, how can it be 
pretended that the people are anxious to pay 
off dhe 3}¢ per cent bonds as rapidly as 
possibie,” or that the exaction from them for 
that purpose of money earning twice and 
thrice as much is good economy? The same 
bondholders who are content with Shy per 


mand at 0 per interest thereon 
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loan it to individaal 
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entities. If he would stop to think that 
every dollar paid by the Government must 
first be exacted from the pockets of the peo- 
ple, he might revise his theory about the 
“rapid extinguishment of the public debt“ 
by means of war taxes. The Government has 
no resources ot Its own. It controls no vast 
deposits of guano or nitre beds in 
Peru, no hidden mines of gold and sil- 
ver, and no other means of revenue except 
those which it assesses upon the people in 
the shape of taxes. These taxes are paid by 
the poor as well as the rich, by the farmer 
and laborer as well as by the banker and 
merchant, in proportion to their use and con- 
sumption of the taxed necessaries and lux- 
uries. All the money employed in the 
extinguishment of the National debt is 
taken from the working masses and paid 
over to the bondholders. It is a process 
which should not be carried beyond the 
promises made on behalf of the Government 
or the extent necessary to secure for the 
Government the most favorable terms for its 
continued loans. 80 long as the people in 
their Government capacity can carry the War 
debt at 334 per cent interest there should be 
no undue haste to exact from them money 
from their business for the payment of that 
debt, which money left in their hands is 
worth from 7 to 12 percent to them in their 
individual capacity— Mr. Plumb to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


CHILI AND PERU UNITED. 

The conquest of Peru, so far as the inabil- 
ity of that country tor further resistance is 
concerned, is complete. Her future is wholly 
within the discretion of her conqueror. The 


question whether Peru shall be annexed is a | 


matter exclusively within the decision of 
Chili. Peru had several sources of revenue 
independent of taxation. She controlled 
great deposits of guano and large nitre beds. 
These have been taken from her, irrevocably. 
All the territorial districts which might con- 
tribute from their productiveness to the sup- 
port of a national Government have been 
seized by the victorious Chilians. In addition 
to the spoliation thus inflicted, Chili demands 
a money indemaity which Peru, even in her 
palmiest days, could never pay, and which to 
her now is even more deplorably impossible. 
Spanish Americans, with a goodly share of 
Indian blood, are not remarkably magnani- 
mous; they have littie sympathy for a fallen 
foe. The war by Chili has not been marked 
by any striking signs of humanity. The de- 
mands of Chili will probably be insisted on 
to the last acre and the last dollar, especially 
now that President Arthur has assured Chill 
that no treatment by her of Peru, no matter 
what, will induce the United States to pro- 
test or interfere. 

It will appear to many thatin the light of 
the demands and exactions of Chili the best 
thing that Pera can do is to surrender her 
separate nationality and transfer the whole 
State to Chili. . Let Chill, when taking all 
that is valuable and the whole means of sup- 
port of the people of Peru, take all: let Chill 
incorporate all ot Peru, making them one na- 
tion, one peoplꝰ one country, with one pres- 
ent and one future. Dismembered and de- 
spoiled, reduced to pauperism, without 
money, with no source of revenue left, the 
attempt by Peru to maintain a nationality is 
absurd. But let Peru unite her fortunes to 
those of Chill; let the two countries combine 
and unite.

In the course of the Senate debate on the 
Sherman Fundmg bill, Senator Allison made 
a strong appeal in favor of issuing gold cer- 
tificates, and it is said to have made a decided 
impression upon the Senate.

The 
wonder is that a provision for gold cer- 
tificates was not adopied by Congress long 
since. Not a single objection to such a pro- 
ceeding has ever come under our observa- 
tion. It is not possible to conceive of a bet- 
ter currency than that represented by the 
actual deposit of an equal amount of gold 
coin. There are many objections to the 
physical circulation of gold coin. In large 
amounts it is heavy, and in little amounts it 
is so small as to be lost easily. It 


ig estimated that there is $500,000,000. 


of gold coin im the country, but the 
amount in actual circulation is insignifi- 
cant by comparison. If the people had the 
privilege of depositing gold in the United 
States Treasury, taking certificates therefor 
which will pass from hand to hand like the 
silver certificates, and withdrawing it at any 
time that the gold might be desirable, 
there is little doubt that we privilege would 
be generally utilized. These certificates 
would add to the steck of solid money, and 
would serve as a permanent protection 
against a run on the redemption fund. In 
any demand for gold for export the certifi- 
cates would go back to the Treasury for the 
old on deposit there, and the greenbacks 
would remain in circulation. A safer cur- 
rency cannot be imagined than that which 
the gold certificates would furnish, nor 
could there be a sureror more accessible 
place for the deposit of gold than the United 
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Senator George, of Mississippi, is the au- 
thor of two inchoate constitutional amend- 
ments. One of them would make United 


States Judges elective officers. The other 


provides that Postmasters, Marshals, Dis 
trict-Attorneys, Clerks of courts, and all other 
civil officers, excepting officers concerned in 
collection, disbursement, and safe-keeping of 
the revenues and officers of the departments 
and of Congress, shall be elected by the peo- 
ple.

New York, Jan. 31.~—George M. Pullman is a 
Chicago man who has become a considerable 
quautity by bis vigilance in anticipating ce 
generai utility of sleeping-cars. It might bavs 
occurred to anybody else, but he, thinking over 
it in that intense way Americans occupy their 
minds ou a business project, said to himself, 
“This is worth doing better than it bas ever 
been done before. Uniess I mistake the great 
American people, they are pretty luxurious, and 
— something beyond what they have seen in 
t ine. Consequently his Sleeping-Car Com- 
pany has assumed the proportions of $10,000,000 of 
invested capital with a surplus, and it is to be- 
come ina little while 12.500000 of capital, and to 
spread intoa general manufacturing corpora- 
tion. He has given twenty-two years, however, 
solely to this thing. The somewhat dependent 
roluuous of sleeping-cars to railroad companies 
caused him to take a hand in raiiroad ouilding. 
He an with the elevated railroads in New 
York City, and is probably a considerable factor 
in the Nortnern Pacitic iiroad, and interested 
in che Hudson River West Shore iroad. He 
is cool, compact in speech—not exactly slow. but 
very deliberate, and you. can see that be reters 
his speech to bis brain before be ut ters it, so as 
to be sure.

If 
there were four persons in a Pullman section at 
Sl apiece the amount would be the same to us. 
By the way, said Mr. Pullman, “the new Sen- 
ator from lowa, Mr. James F. Wilson. made an 
argument oo that subject before a Committee 
of the lilinois Legislature. He talked to me 
about it one evening at Springtield,and that 
evening be stood up and made what I think isa 
very strong argument on the question of sieep- 
ing-car fares. The Legisiature was proposing 
to reduce and regulate these rates. The main 
int in Mr. Wilsoo'’s argument was that the 
ocal sieeping-car fares were not profitable to 
the Puliman Company, and chat it could only 
make up the losses on through passengers. A 
member of the Legisiature, for example, going 
from Sprimueid to Chicago or from Springfiel 
to Cairo, was carried at a loss, and we were only 
able to carry him for $2 by our profits on inter- 
State travel. The reason is that there are so few 
local passengers for sleeping-cars. If State 
Legisiature intertered and reduced tbe local and 
unremuoerative fares tne sleeping-cars would 
bave to be withdrawn from purely State routes, 
therefore, the Illinois legisiator must sit up 
in the old-fashioned car. As soon as they saw it 
in that light they cid not want to go back to the 
oid eystem. Indeed,” sajd Mr. Pullman, there 
are a great many losses in the sleeping-car busi- 
ness, and it is only by the continental character 
of the traffic that in- y pay their dividends. For 
instance, a long series of our cars had to be sold 
in Baltimore recently at public auction as the 
result of a lawsuit between the Pullman Com- 
pany and the Baltimore & Onio Company, and 
they brought only $5,000 apiece, thougt they 
cost $15,000 apiece.

Verdi's opera of “Rigoletto” is one ‘with 
which opera-goers ure tolerably familiar. it 
has been often given bere and ifs always one of 
the regular pieces in the répertoire of Col.

AN INGENIOUS SCHEME TO RUN STREET-CARS 
AND HEAVY TEAMS. 

Nearly everybody is familiar with: the prioci- 
ple by which the blind horse runs the treadmill, 
and the treadmill the dulcet-toned buzz-saw or 
the devouring tbrashing-machine; but it bas 
remained for a Chicago mechauſe to 
adopt the principle of the treadmill itself. with- 
out the blind-horse accompaniment, to the 
utilization of the tunnels for street-car travel 
and heavy teaming. The gentieman who has 
made the discovery that the treadmill idea can 
be so extended is Mr. S. S. Bradshaw, who is en- 
gaged with the furniture house of A. H. An- 
drews & Co., and who has drawn bie plans, sub- 
mittea them to Mayor Harrison, who has in turn 


up aworking model and preparing to submit 
the scheme to tne attention of one of. the Cauk - 
eil eommittees, in the hope that the city will 
adopt it.

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


Meligious Condition of the People 
Therein. 

The Rt.-Rev. Alfred Willis, Bishop of Hono- 
lulu. who is now visiting in this country, and 
intends to extend his tour to Eagland, for the 
purpose of obtaining funds for completing the 
Parisb Church of Honoluln, gave last evening in 
the Cathedral of W. Peter and Paul an inter- 


| esting sketch of the natives of the Sandwich 


Islands and of the mission work accomplished 
there. He began by saying these islands in the 
Pacific were the meeting potut of the Eastern and 
Western civilization. They had the Anglo-Saxon 
and the Hawaiian races, and recentiy an im- 
meose immigration of Chinese, whoqere rapidiy 
acguirmg prominence in commerce acd agri- 
culture. These Mongolians were utilizing the 
vast areas of idle land by converting them into 
rice plantations. 

The Hewaiians were supposed to be an East- 
ern people coming centuries ago through India 
and the Island of Sumatra to the islands of the 
Pacific. They once located in the Fiji Lands. but 
were driven out, and are believed to have set- 
tied New Zealand, as the lanruage ot the uatives 
there and that of the Sandwich Islanders are 
nearly identical. The Hawaiians, it was inter- 
esting to ovserve, had preserved in their 
red songs from generation to generation 


| the an — history of mankind. They bad the 


record that mau was firet made of red earth ana 
his beac of white clay, and then the free gods 
breathed iuto bim the breath of life; and the 
first woman was taken from him. There was 
also a belief that troubie and sorrow fell on the 
first pair through the forbiaden fruit. The 
Hood, the gathering of the animals, and Noah 
with bis three sons were also a part of their be- 
lief; and the remnantof ao old liturgy bad been 
found which showed that a purer religion pos- 
sessing a trinity was brought into the islands 
than the idol worship in existence there when 
they were discovered by Europeans. 

Capt. Cook, when be discovered the islands, 
was regarded and treated as a god. lu bis day 
native chiefs governed, but soon after the dis- 
covery the islands were united under one who 
was the firet King, and a just one. 

THE IDOLS WERE OVERTHROWN, 


and the nation was for a time without a religion. 
In Ide missionaries were sent out, who first ro- 
duced the language to writing and transiated 
the Ribe into®he native tongue. The Angiican 
Churca was planted on the isiand at the instance 
of Kamehameha IV., who transiated the prayer- 
book and took a deep interest in the 
labor of the missionaries. He desired that 
his son should be educated in the new 
religion, and was 2 grieved and disap- 
pointed at the Prince's ath.

Which perbaps was done by the secret use 
of poisons, was still cherished by many of the 
natives. e work of the mission now was to 
gather fo the rising generation, so that the next 
might be free from this bondage of the old re- 
ligiov, and the speaker hoped that the people of 
this country would remember that the islands 
wulle tied to this country commercially should 
also be tied spiritually.

Bishop McLaren followed with a few remarks, 
hoping people would contribute enough to 
put at least one stone in this church in the 
Sandwich Isiands.

Tattooing Confirmed Criminals, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CurcaGo, Feb. l.—Mendon was made the other 
day by THe TxrsuNe of Brooks’ catalog or in- 
dex of American criminals, whom he proposed 


to identify not only by photographs but by 
scars and other body-marks accurately de- 
scribed. To Brooks’ methods, which are good, 1 
would supplement the creation of distinctive 
body-marks by a process of branding or tattoo- 
ing. Take a confirmed burglar or bigbwayman, 
knu7n. however, only to the police and a few 
Wo come in unfortunate cootact with bim. 
r the first offense, under the new law, let him 
be imprisoned fora sbort time aud tattooed, 
say, ou the forearm. Por the second offense of 
| the same kind tet him undergo longer imprison- 
ment and be tattooed on the hand. For ibe 
third ofense longer or life imprisonment and 
be tattooed on the ebeek or the exposed part of 
the neck. This would be the brand of Cain. 
Recording these tattoo-marks would facilitate 
the identitication of eriminals, as the body- 
marks cannot be erased exeept OY surgical op- 
eration at the expense of a permanent scar. 
The fear uf tattouing would act as a powerful 
deterrent to those about to commit crimes, and 
aiso take away the motive to escape frum those 
who bad merited and received the third penalty 
or open tatto and were sentenced to long periods 
of imprisoament.

Does bis egotism and self-assurance make bim 
believe that he and the Creator of the universe 
are on easy terms? Hear him! “The earth 
could have literally stopped without tbrowing 
| the universe out of balance.” Very true; the 
earth bas perbaps as much influence on the uni- 
verse as a whole as a straw Would have in stop- 
ping the vaturact of Niagara. 

Yet | apprehend that if the earth had stopped 
in huis revolumoa on its axis, as he ciuims it 
might, it would have caused a sbock, not to tbe 
universe, but to the earth and its inbabitants, 
the effects of which would have been apparent 
to tbis day. 

Let us see what some of those effects would 
bave been. The motion of the earth at the 
equator is 1,000 milesan hour. That is at the 
rate of about seventeen miles a minute.

Strong efforts 
are now being made to secure tne formation of 
a new Territory out of the northern half. or that 

rtioniying north of the 46th degree of north 
atitude, while at the same time an organized 
movement is growing for the organization and 
admission of toe southern half of the Territory 
into the Union as a State. 

The growth of the Territory in wealth and 
populauoo was practicaily defeated tur several 
years utter its Organizaiions, by tne Indian 
trouble of 1862-'63. the effects vl waica song. de- 
terred active development. Since the Black 
Hillis trouble the General Government bas 
made the necessarry arrangements with the 
redskins, removing them to reservations, where 
they are gradually assuming the form of civii- 
ization, and vow have churches and schools to 
a limited extent. 

Dukota now bas a populamon greater than 
that of Delawa after its existance of lw 
years as a State. Its demands are strong, and 
there is but little doubt of its admission during 
the present session of ,

THE REV. W. H. RYDER, D. D. 


He Is Elected Pastor Emeritus of St.

EARLY CHICAGO. 


A Chicage Settler of 1835 Fights fer 
Texas, and Then Secomes a Baptist 
Minister. 

The Hon. John Wentworth bas recently re- 
ceived the following letter, which explains itself: 

WicnitTa, Sedgwick Co., Kas.. Jan. %.—The 
Hon. John Wentworth, Chicago, IA. - DEA SiR: 
Noticing your Inquiries about “ early Chicago,"’ 
and more — 11 — the old Carey Mission 
between Niles and rtrand, I take pleasure in 
furuishing you with a list of references, where- 
by you can gain more definit informadon tnan I 
cun give you. And, as to myself, I will say that 
when the appeal of Gen. Samuel Houston, Com- 
mander-in-Cnhief of the Texan forces, reached 
Chicago, soliciting volunteers to aid bim in re- 
sisting the invading army of Santa Anna, I was 
one of those who responded. But first, I will 
suy that [ was a native of Vermont, and attend- 
ed the land sales at Green Bay in 1835. 1 went 
to Chicago on the schuoner Bridget, which was 
lost upon ber next tripinthe autumn of 1835. 
We touched at liwaukee, then said to 

but one frame house. We had on 

board Mr. Spencer, wiv preimpted that 
part of Milwaukee north of the river. We lad 
at anchor two days in a storm before we could 
land at Chicago. After passing a short time 
there, I madea claim to some land near the 
Desplames River, at old Wheeling, upon the 
mail route to Milwaukee and Green y. Lhad 
for neighbors Stephen M. Salisbury, afterwards 
County Commissioner, and H. Clay, a local 
Methodist minister from Feversham, Kent 
County, England, and also a Mr. Martin, whose 
claim wasin the timber. re were a few 
houses at Koot River, now Racine. I prepared 
the resolutions at a settlers’ protective mecting 
to protect our claims against ali jumpers, which 
were to be published in the Chicuego 

1 sold my claim to Joseph Filkins, who kept a 

hotel there for some years. Then I moved into 

Chicago again, and | heiped take the soundings 

upon the laines Kiver about the time of 

laying out the canal. I was present at the cele- 
ruuon in bonor of the passage of the Canal 
bill. That was an exciting day. A large boat 
was drawn through (he streets upon wheels, on 
which all the cultural, commercial, and me- 
chanical arts were represented; and there 
was a sailor tbrowing the lead crying out 
imagtoary soundings as the boat moved 
along. Considering our means and population, 
the celebration must have been equal to any- 
thing you have had since. A man’s arm was 
blown off by a premature explosion of our can- 
pon, and was raised fur him before night. 1 
livedg while at a hotel kept by Elijah Wentworth: 
and also with a Mr. Smith. who kept a grocery 
near the river. I remember attendiag the land 
auctions of Augustus Garrett (afterwards May- 
or), Who used to tell us to look out for ourselves, 
and not to raise any questions of veracity with 

bim after the sales wore over. was a 

noted drummer-hoy at Caicago, in 1831 or 1822, 

whom they called Siduey; dut somehow I have 

associated the name witb Sidney Dyer. 

Iu May of 1886 Capt. S. T. Hunson came to Chi- 
cago to raise acompany of volunteers to gu to 
Texas, That company I joined, and, in charge 
of a part of it, | passed down to Ottawa, to raise 
additional wen, and there to await the arrivai of 
Capt. Hanson, with the twain body of the men. 
But be did not receive the backing at Chicago 
that be expected, and so be ordered me to dis- 
band my men. As a part of the history 
of the times. 1 inclose you his 
letter. I went to New Orleans and joined the 
Kentucky troops that were bound for Texas. I 
know not what became of the others. I think 1 
was the only representative Vermont bad in the 
‘Texan war, and may have been the only repre- 
sentative from Chicago. At any rate, I recug- 
nized no others. Yet Joha T. Vollinsworth, who 
was at Fort Dearborn, in Chicago, in 163), as 
Lieutenant, was our Inspector-Geveral, and Al-

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INHUMANITY. 


Strong Evidence that a Child’s Death 
Was Caused by the Inhuman Treat- 
ment of Its Foster-Parents.

LINBOLN, Neb., Feb. 1.—A distressing case of 
inhumanity, and perhaps murder, bas been de- 
veloped near this city. Some time ago a Ger-
